Donald MeLachlan is in receipt of a 
letter this week from Joe Tarrent, one 
of the three Redcliff boys who left 
with the 68rd-and is still in the 
trenches. In his letter Joé says in 
part: “Well, I have no good news to 
give yon about poor Bill 
There is a possible chance of hid be- 
ing around “Blighty” as it is not un- 
common for fellows. to lose their rea- 
son and for a time being unable to 
give any account of themselves, 1} 
cannot see how he could be taken 
prisoner unless he lost his way in 
trenches, but even then he would have 
to get on top to be taken, There was 
no record of-any-ofentewatlows being 
taken prisoners’ on that trip. He was 
badly wounded on hands, left side of 
face and right shoulder. His right 
eye might have been injured and he 
was badly dazed. He said he could 
hot see at first but after he was 
bandaged he made off for the first 
dressing station which was in the 
trench a couple of hundred yards 
away. Poor fellow never reported 
there, or at least they have no record 
of it. I was only fifty yards away 
from him and did not know he was 
wounded until-wé went out to look

To Plant and Run ’ Full 
24 Hours---Will Employ 
250 Men in Future. 


In order to be in a better position 
to con® with the growing demand for 


goods manufactured at the Roliing 
Mills here, the management have de- 
cided to make some additions to and 
improvements in the present equip- 
ment. 4 

Operations will commence at once 
on the rebuilding of one of the finish- 
ing furnaces and an additional “pile 
on board” furnace will be installed, 
This work will be~rushed through to 
completion as rapidly as possible and 
it is expected to have them both in 
use by July ist. ° 

When these additions are made 
they will enable the plant to run for 
the full twenty-four hours each day 
with a complete double staff and 
every department running all the 
time. This will mean almost doubling 
the present staff now employed at 
this plant. In the past there ‘have 
been about 140 men employed here 
but it is expected that after the first 
of next month there will be from 
250 to 260 men on the pay roll con- 
tinually.

Peas, string beans sweet coin, 
pumpkins, beets, tomtoes and xuil 
vegetables which will not keep with- 
out cooking, may be canned, 

After cleaning and. preparing the 
| vegetables to be preserved, they are 
enclesed in a cheesecloth beg and par- 
boiled for five minutes. They are 
then dipped in cold water, neelscd in 
giass jars, boiling water poured over 
them to fill up all. crevices, and the 
lids loosely adjusted, The jars are 
then placed im an ordinary bciler filled 
with water, with plates or dish covers 
to prevent the jars touching the bot- 
tom of the boiler, and are allowed to 
boil steadily for 8% hours, When 
Flifted from the beiler, the ids must 
be screwed down jight, and the\ jars 
allowed to stadually cool, care heing 
jtaken that they are not exposed . to 
drafts ‘as a sudden cooling may crack 
the glass. 

Vegetables thus canned will keep 
and be a welcome addition te the table 
in lieu of the high-priced canned 
goods, and the surplus supply of veg- 
etables, which otherwise m ight -be 
wasted; will be conserved. 


Says Canada Should 
Have West Indies 


A Canadian correspondent in the 
London Times says: “When the war 
ends plans for the development of 
inter-imperial trade and for the poli- 
tical union of component parts of the 
empire will necessarily occupy a good 
deal of attention. In this discussion 
the possibility of creating a complete 
political and economic union—in one 
word, a confederation—of Canada, 
Newfoundland and the British West 
Indies should not be overlooked. Sev- 
eral attempts have been made’ without 
much successs to establish closer com- 
mercial re Ons between Canada and 
the British West Indies, and also to 
bring about confederation, as well as 
certain tariff arrangements within 
the islands themselves.
